"Wheneyer a plan or policy was pre- 
sented to the secretary he almost in- 
variably delayed action on it," Cap- 
tain Laning declared. "The personal 
interest in all matters connected with 
the developments absorbed so much of 
his time that lie never had much left 
to give to important affairs." 


When important policies and plans 


were submitted to Secretary Daniels, 
Captain Laning-said, directions would 
be given to leave the papers for "con- 
sideration," and usually these instruc- 
tions meant that the matter would not 
beheard from again until the officer 
interested looked "the papers up and 
then frequently the papers could not 
be found. 


"Conditions finally became so bad," 
the witness said, "that officers used 
every means possible to put their plans 
and policies through without obtain- 
ing the required authority.

President Miller opened the meeting 


and called on those present for their 
opinions of the proposed issue of $1,- 
000,000 for school expansion purposes. 
Before calling on anyone, however, he 
gave Superintendent O. J. Barnes the 
floor. 
Mr. Barnes stated the proposi- 


tion and needs of the schools as follows: 


"The bond issue is for the purpose of 


providing for three new buildings, a 
new high school, keeping the old one 
for use as a junior high; a new ele- 
mentary school for East Newark, prob- 
ably near Mill street, and a four-room 
addition to the present school on Hud- 
son avenue. 
The higl, school will be 


planned with an auditorium seating 2,- 
000 people, with a gymnasium and 
swimming-pool and with adequate pro- 
visions for industrial training in wood 
and iron for the boys and domestic 
science, laundering, marketing and mil- 
linery for the girls. 


"The new high school is needed be- 
cause the present 
building Is 
over- 


crowded, now having 825 pupils, when 
ft was planned for 600. The industrial 
department is entirely inadequate, and 
there is a lack of equipment and room. 
Conditions are very crowded In East 
Newark and practically all of the room* 
there contain more than 40 pupils. Con- 
ditions in the north end would be all 
right if there were not complaints over 
the Riverside school which is situated 
adjacent on the American Battle com- 
pany's plant. Four rooms added to the 
Hudson avenue building would make it 
unnecessary to use the Riverside build- 
Ing-" 


After Mr. Barnes had finished a gen-

HOW TO GET RID OF FUGUE 


Bureau of Mine* Says Best Way I* to 


Turn Bituminous Coal Into Coke 


and Gas, Using Coke for Heat- 


Ing and Cute for Cocking. 


Washington.—Th« smoke evil, which 


ooxi* enon city -duller of this coun- 
try from 112 to $20 ifench yenr In prop- 
erty ilaronpe atone, cannot be almtcd 
tf fh* people <-*nttmji> to nse in the 
oM war the note cniolcv coal, accord- 
ing to thf hureau of raim^. department 
of the Interior. Now the bureau main- 
tains thut th^ best way to get rid of 
the smoke piagne in the resldental nor 
tions of the cities is to first turn the 
bituminous coal into coke and gas 
whioh are smokeless, the coke being 
used for house heatlns and teas for 
cooking. The factories runy continue 
as usual to use ttie soft coals, for it 
has been demonstrated that in the 
boiler and heating plants the coal can 
he burned practically smokelessly. 


Use Smokeless Fuel. 


"The only wayof eliminating smoke 


in large cities ts by using smokeless 
fuel" says Dr. Vaa H. Manning, direc- 
tor of the bureau of mines—"a fuel 
that will burn without producing smoke 
!n any equipment now in use. In the 
past the only smokeless fuel available 
in quantity for house heating was an- 
thracite. However, anthracite is rained 
in only one district in the United 
States and. therefore, its use is limited 
to the urea lying -within reasonable 
freight -. distance of the anthracite 
mines. Much the larger part of the 
country has to depend on soft coal. 


'Coke should be used for heating 


houses because it" Is a clean and con- 
venient fuel. It eliminates smoke, re- 
duces the necessity of cleaning the 
furnace and fines,,requires less atten- 
tion than coal. and:gives a more uni- 
form temperature In the house.. By 
burning coke for domestic heat, more 
soft coal will be used in by-product 
plants, which save many valuable by- 
products that are wasted when the 
coal is used directly. The by-products 
of popular interest, obtained in the 
coking process are .gas, light oils, am- 
monia and vars. 


By-Produetli of Coking. 


"With soft coal costing f7 a ton 


turned Into Its by-products, you will 
get 5.000 cubic feet of gas valued at 
$5: three gallons of light oil valued at 


cents: 25 pounds of ammonia sul- 


phate valued at $1.25; nine gallons of 
te'r worth 25 cents; and more than 
lialf a ton of coke valued at 86. 


"When our mineral supply of oil is 


erhausted. soft coal will be a mate- 
rial source of motor fuel. The light oil 
recovered from coking soft coal now 
supplies part of the ever-increasing de- 
maid for motor fuel. - Germany, during 
part of the war. was cut off from every 
supply of mineral oil, and she depend- 
ed entirely for her motor fuel on her 
coal. As a result of that condition, 
Germany sent most of her coal through 
by-product coking plants; What has 
been done in Germany may in the fu- 
ture have to be done in the United 
States." 


TIME CUT 61-2 HOURS A WEEK 


British Labor Paper Says Wages and 


Living Costs Are Highest 


Ever. 


London.—Wages contlnned to ad- 


vance, hotirs of labor to shrink and the 
cost of living went higher than ever 
before in this country In 1919. accord- 
ing to the Labor Gazette. 


"There'was a marked reduction In 


honrs of work, the decreases affecting 
6.400.000 workers, with nn aggregate 
reduction In weekly honrs of 41.461.- 
OOTi/' adds the paper. "This was an 
average reduction of 6% hours a week 
for each worker." ' 


Increases granted to S.«4?,ono em- 


ployees aggregated £2.111.000 n week. 


There were In th« year 1.413 trade 


disputes involving 2^*0.000 workers, 
as a result of whirh they lost a total 
of 34.483.000 working hoars. 


The iwncral level of retail prices at 


the end of 191J» for food, rent, cloth- 
ing, fuel and light was 125 per rent 
above that of July. 1014. according to 
the Gazette. This was an Increase of 
5 pw cent in the y*ar. 


On January 1. 1020. fond stood at 


136 per cent above pre-war retail 
prices.

SUFFRAGE NEEDS ONE VOTE. 


Ratification of the suffrage amend- 


ment lacks the vote of just one state. 
Washington having been the 35th state 
to approve the amendment, eyes are 
now turned to Delaware's legislature 
which is now in session. 


Ratification of the suffrage amend 


ment by Delaware appears doomed un 
less something unexpected develops tc 
influence members of the legislature. 


A poll of the members of both houses 


yesterday afternoon showed 34 mem 
bers opposed to the ratification with 
only IS favoring it. That this poll was 
accurate the suffraeist leaders agreed. 
They still express! hope, 
however, 


that Delaware wt oi pwins into line ir 1 
become the thinv-sixin --'ate to ratify, 
thus making th- nineteenth amendment 
a law and giving women throughout 
the country the right to vote. 


Failure of Delaware to ratify the 


amendment does not mean defeat for 
suffrage, though it may mean delay. 
Should Delaware fail it is probable that 
a special session of the Tennessee leg- 
islature will be called. There is a pos- 
sibiity of Vermont and one other state 
being called to cast the SGtli vote feu- 
equal suffrage. 
Delaware may fail. 


but if so, one of the other states will 
take her place. 


SCHOOL BOND ISSUE.

Boy Scouts of Troop 1, Granville. are 
going about these nights with their 
noses in the air. 


No, it's not a sudden accession of 
pride over the acquisition of their new 
cabin—although they do maintain it's 
some cabin. 
Run into' a scout any night on the 


Granville streets—you can't very well 
help it, some nights—and when he picks 
himself up he'll doubtless explain to you 
that he's been trying to get hold of the 
tail of the Great Bear, or estimating 
the amount of this year's maple syrup 
that could be scooped up in the ladle of 
the Little Dipper. 
The troop is star-gazing. The thing 
began last Sunday night, when they 
went on a "star-hike." The actual 
ground covered wasn't very great— 


about half a mile—but the vertical dis- 
tances mounted up to something that

Later on a •gtrol went up to the 
Observatory, * where Prof. Sheets un- 
moored the big telescope and showed the 
boys a couple of planets at close range, 
and the pulsing many-colored lights of 
Sirius. During the week the troop will 
visit the Observatory in small groups, 
taking in this way their ABC lessons 
in star-study.

TEXAN MAKES 
STUDY OF RANCH 
SONGS OF COWBOY 


Spends Much Time Among 


Plainsmen To Gather Ma- 
terial for Collection 
Cowboy Ballads.

So runs one of the lyrics which Dr. 
John Lomax of the University of Texas, 
will recite (and they say he does it with 
true border "pep") in the course of his 
lecture tonight, at Recital hall, on "Cow- 
boy Songs and Ballads." The lecture 
is given under the auspices of the 
Language association of Denison uni- 
versity. 


Dr. Lomax spent many years collect- 
ing the picturesque material which 
forms, the basis of his lecture. After 
pursuing* higher English studies at Har- 
vard, 'he became a member of the fac- 
ility of the state university of Texas, 
where he conceived the idea of applying 
the methods he had learned in the grad- 
uate school to the study of the life 
about him. He had heard often of the 
ranting songs, rich in local color and a 
typical sort of exaggerated humor, that 
the cowboys stag at their round-ups; 
these he determined to collect and 
collate. 


To get" his material it was necessary 
to spend much time among the men 
who sang such songs. It was a rude 
enough society, but yielded an interest- 
ing product. 
Many of the songs Dr. 


Lomax 
recites were first heard in 


rowdy bar-rooms, in dance halls where 
the convention of chaperonage has not 
yet made its appearance, and on long 
rides across the hot dry desert. 


When the material was finally col- 
lected and the book published. Dr. 
Lomax was introduced to the world of 
letters by no less a personage 
than 


Theodore Roosevelt, who provided a 
preface for the songs which praise them 
and their collector in no half-way fash- 
ion.

WEST INDIES ISLANDS, THICKLY POPULATED 


Washington, D. C., March 24.—"Bar- 


bados is one of the most interesting 
and less well-known of the possessions, 
which William G. McAdoo would have 
Great Britain offer in part payment 
of her debt to the United States." says 
a bulletin from the National Geographic 
Society. 


"Pear-sfiaped, solitary, farthest east 
of the West Indies. Barbados generally 
is accounted the-most healthful of the 
group, even though it is the most popu- 
lous country in the world, per square 
mile, except China, and George Wash- 
ington carried to his grave the marks 
of the smallpox contracted on a visit 
there. 


"The island—there is but one despite 
the misleading plural name—is but an 
eighth the size of our Rhode Island, but 
has twice as many 
inhabitants per 
square mile as our smallest and most 
densely populated state. 
"Seldom does a volcano become an 
asset. 
Volcanic eruptions have con- 


tributed largely to the fertility of Bar- 
nados. 
When the sun was obscured 
throughout one day in May, 1*12. the 
Barbarians were panic stricken, but 
when the gentle ram of black dust sub- 


clpally by funds obtained from a lot- 
tery authorized by the legislature, after 
the original building had been blown 
down by a hurricane in 1780. 


"A natural curiosity of Barbados is 
the 'Animal Flower Cave,' the so-callen 
rers being', sea worms.
